interceptors against 24 American 
F'-84 Thunderjets. None of the F*» 
84s was damaged. 
The Soviet-made M ids streaked 
into the attack from airfields ut 
the Ciiinese city of Antling ucross 
the Yulu river from Sinuiju. 
The screaming sky battle many 
thousands of feet above the earth’s 
surface lasted 30 minutes. 
It lM<gan utter the Thunderjets 
swept low to rake the Sinuiju air­ 
field where reconnaissance aerial 
photographs had shown a number 
of communist planes parked on the 
ground.
